For regulating the Office of County Treasurers in Ireland , 
and to compel them to give sufficient Security for all 
public Money which may be received by them.

L land , should be rendered more effectual, to the end that the 
p U ]j]i c Money in their hands may be better secured ; and 
also that the Remuneration to be made to them for performance of 
the duties of the Office be more clearly ascertained ; 

it therefore (SnatteO, by The KING’S Most Excellent Majesty, 
by and with the Advice and Consent of the Lords Spiritual and 
Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, and 
by the Authority of the same, THAT the Treasurer of every county, 
county of a city, and county of a town in Ireland, and who shall have 
been elected to such office previous to the first day of the several 
Summer Assizes which shall be held in every county, county of a city, 
and county of a town in Ireland, respectively, in the year one thou- 
sand eight hundred and shall, on the first or second day of 

2 every such Assizes respectively ; and every Treasurer of a county, 
or county of a city, or county of a town in Ireland, who shall be 
elected at any time subsequent to the said Assizes, shall, on the first 
or second day of the Assizes, to be holden for the county, county of a 
city, or county of a town, for which he shall be elected Treasurer, next 
ensuing his election, produce and deliver to the Clerk of the Crown 
in open court at such Assizes, a certificate signed by the proper 
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officer of His Majesty’s Court of Exchequer, specifying the several 
recognizances which shall have been entered into by such Treasurer, 
and recorded m the said Court of Exchequer, conditioned for the due 
discharge of the duties of the office of Treasurer of such county, or 
county of a city, or county of a town, according to the laws in force 
lor that purpose, in which certificate shall be stated the amount of the 
several recognizances acknowledged by such Treasurer, and also by 
the several persons who have became sureties for him, together with 
the name addition and residence of each of the persons who shall have 
entered into and acknowledged any recognizance as surety for such 
Treasnrer as aforesai < 1 1 “d 'hat upon the production of such cer-

gSr *^iidge at such Assizes ; and such Judge is hereby required to order the 3 
Grand Jury to be called into open court, and upon their appearance 
to lay -before them the said certificate, and to charge and require such 
Grand Jury to examine into the particulars of such certificate, and to 
certify to such Judge, whether or not such Jury approve of the amount 
of the security so entered into by such Treasurer, and also of the sol- 
vency of such Treasurer, and of the several persons who shall have 
entered into security by recognizance for him. 
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And be it further Enacted, That in ease the Grand Jury shall at 
such Assizes, certify to the Judge, that they consider the amountofthe 
securities entered .into by the Treasurer of such county to be insuf- 
ficient, or that they are of opinion, that.any person.or persons who shall 
have become surety or sureties for such Treasurer, is not or are not pro- 
per persons, or sufficient or solvent for that purpose, such Judge shall, 
upon such certificate, forthwith call upon and require such Treasurer 
to give such furtheror other security to such amount as shall be required 
by the Grand Jury, or to substitute some other person or persons to 
be surety or sureties in the place of the person or persons so objected 
to by the Grand Jury, as the case may require; and such Treasurer 
shall thereupon deliver to the said Grand Jury the names of some other 4 
surety or sureties, to be examined and approved of by the said Grand 
Jury, either to join with him in such additional security as may be re- 
quired, or to be in the place and stead of any person or persons so as 
aforesaid olqected to by such Grand Jury, as the case shall happen ■ 
and such Treasurer, together with such new surety or sureties as shall 
be so approved of by such Grand J ury, shall enter into such additional 
security, or such security in lieu of any former security, as the case 
may require, by recognizance before the Judge at such Assize (which 
recognizance tile said Judge is hereby empowered to take;) and the 
condition of such recognizance shall be the same as is required by an 
Act made in the Parliament of Ireland in tlie.thirteeiith and fourteenth 
years of His present Majesty's reign, fertile better regulating the 
office of County Treasurers ; and each of suth sureties shall at the foot 

of 
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of every such recognizance, make affidavit before the said Judge of 
Assize (who is hereby empowered to take the same,) that he is really 
and bonS. fide worth the sum mentioned in the said recognizance, over 
and above all his just debts, and exclusive of any property of which 
he is tenant for life only ; and every recognizance taken as aforesaid 

5 shall be delivered by the said J udge of Assize to the Clerk of the Crown, 
and shall be by him deposited and duly entered and recorded in His 
Majesty's court of Exchequer in Ireland , as soon after as conveniently 
may be; and such Treasurer shall upon the first day of the then next 
ensuing Assizes for such county, or county of a city, or county of a 
town, deliver to the Clerk of the Crown in open court at such Assizes, 
a certificate signed by the proper officer of His Majesty’s court of 
Exchequer in Ireland, that such recognizance has been duly entered 
and recorded accordingly, stating the amount of such recognizance, 
and the name addition and residence of each of such sureties respec- 
tively; and such Clerk of the Crown shall lay such certificate before the 
Judge at such Assizes in open court; and such Judge shall thereupon 
order the Grand Jury to be called into court, and on their appearance, 
shall state to such Grand Jury the effect of such certificate. 

And be it further Enacted, That from and after the end of the several 
Summer Assizes which shall be in the year one thousand eight hundred 
and it shall not be lawful for the Grand Jury, 

either at the Spring or Summer Assizes for any county, or county of a 
city, or county of a town in Ireland, to present any sum or sums of 

6 money whatever for any Treasurer of such county, county of a city, or 
town, as a remuneration for the performance of the duties of his office, 
nor for the Judge at such Assizes to fiat any presentment for that pur- 
pose, unless every such certificate from the Exchequer as is by this 
Act required, shall have been produced to the Clerk of the Crown, 
at the Assizes at which such certificate ought to be produced, according 
to the directions of this Act, and delivered to the Judge, and after- 
wards laid before the Grand Jury, in manner required by this Act ; nor 
unless such recognizance or recognizances, and with such sureties 
as the Grand J ury shall consider sufficient, shall have been entered 
into by such Treasurer and his sureties, according to the directions 
of this Act ; nor unless such Grand Jury shall have reported or certi- 
fied their approbation of the amount and nature of all such securities 
and sureties, in manner and under the regulations in this Act con- 
tained ; and any Presentment made or fiated contrary hereto, shall 
be null and void to all intents and purposes whatsoever, any thing 
contained in any Act or Acts in force in Ireland immediately before 
the passing of this Act, to the contrary thereof in anywise not- 
withstanding. 

And be it further Enacted, That at the Summer Assizes which shall

• hefore the Grand Jury, at such Assizes, shall also state the amount of 
all and every such recognizance or recognizances then in force, as shall 
have been acknowledged by him and by the several persons who shall 
have entered into security by recognizance, as sureties for such Trea- 
surer, together with the name addition and residence of every such 
surety; and in case of the death of any one of such sureties, or in 
case any other Circumstance may, in the opinion of such Grand Jury 
render it necessary, it shall and may he lawful for such Grand Jury at 
such Assizes, and they are hereby required to call upon and require 
such Treasurer to substitute some other person or persons to be surety 
or sureties fin the place of any surety or sureties, who may be dead or 
objected to by such Grand Jury,) either at such Assizes in manner 
hereinbefore required, or on or before the first day of the next ensuing 
Assizes, as such Grand Jury shall in their discretion think fit and 
require; and if such Treasurer shall fail to do as may be required 
according to this Act, it shall not be lawful for the Grand Jury at 
such Assizes, or at such next ensuing Assizes, as the case may be to 
make, nor for the Judge at such Assizes to fiat any Presentment to such 
Treasurer, for any sum or sums of money as a remuneration for the 
performance of the duties of office of Treasurer, nor to make or fiat 
any such Presentment for such Treasurer, at any Assizes, until such 
Treasurer shall have substituted such new or other surety or sureties 
m the stead of the surety or sureties so dead or objected to by such 
Grand Jury as aforesaid, and shall have produced a certificate from 
he proper officer of the Exchequer, that the security required has 
been duly entered and recorded in the said Court.

money w ,ch such Treasurer shall have receired from the se^erel 

barony collectors as public cess, levied by them in the period since

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the then last preceding assizes, and also of all the public money which 
he shall have paid out to the several persons entitled to receive the 
same from him, since such then last preceding Assizes, and such Trea- 
surer shall lay such account before the Grand Jury, on the 
day of every such Assizes, and thereupon it shall be lawful for such 
Grand Jury to present to be raised upon the county at large, and to 
be paid to such Treasurer, a sum not exceeding 
in the pound, upon all sums of money received by him from the several 
barony collectors for public cess, since the then last preceding Assizes, 
and also a sum not exceeding in the pound upon all 

sums of money which such Treasurer shall have paid to the several 
io persons entitled to receive public money from him as Treasurer, since 
such then last preceding Assizes : Provided always, That the entire sum 
to be presented to the said Treasurer for per centage upon all public 
money received and paid by him, shall not in any case exceed at any 
one Assizes, the sum of 

pounds ; and that the amount of the above mentioned per centage, so 
to be presented for such Treasurer, shall be in lieu of all Present- 
ments for salaries, fees, per centage, or additional security, and of all 
other emoluments whatever, which are or have been presentable for 
County Treasurers, under or by virtue of any and every Act or Acts 
of Parliament in force in Ireland for such purpose, immediately 
before the passing of this Actj any thing in any such Act or Acts, 
or any law, usage or custom, to the contrary in anywise notwith- 
standing. 

And be it further Enacted, That all Recognizances by this Act 
required to be entered into, made and acknowledged, by the Treasurer 
of any county, or county of a city, or county of a town in Ireland, 
and by the persons who shall become sureties for him, shall be entered 
into, made and acknowledged by the said Treasurer and his sureties, 
in manner and form as such recognizances are by law now required 
jj or directed to be entered into, made and acknowledged, except as is 
otherwise expressly directed by this Act. 

Provided always, and be it Enacted, That nothing in this Act con- 
tained shall extend, or be construed to extend, to the county of Dublin , 
nor to the county of the city of Dublin. 

And be it further Enacted, That this Act shall commence and take 
effect from the next ensuing the passing of this 

Act, and not sooner. 
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
